“The butterfly’s 
development may for ‘all ‘purposes be .ye- 
garded as presenting.us with the most typical 
example of this process ; and when we com- 
pare the life-history of sch an. insect as a 
dragon-fly or May-fly with that of. the but- 
téttiy, wor may readily disosru differences of 
2 very marked kind to exist betwoon the-two 
cases. From the egg of the dragon-fly comes 
forth anactive,long-bodied creature, that pre- 
sents a close enough resemblanceto a, cater- 
pillar to, enable us to regard it as the larval
